On April 21, FCC adopted rules mak- 
ing ‘*... Amateur station in repeater of 
auxiliary operation mutually responsi- 
ble to resolve interference’ between 
them, except when one repeater or aux- 
iliary operation is coordinated and the 
other is not. Then, the station engaged 


in the noncoordinated repeater or aux-. 
iliary operation has primary respon-’

‘ FCC asserts authority 

In answer to a recent query regarding 
a local radio interference ordinance, FCC 
stated that it has the authority to 
establish minimum performance stan- 
dards for home’ entertainment equip- 
ment. It noted that the rules in Part 97 
‘delineate the technical standards for 
Radio Stations. 
‘State and local laws that either. require 
Amateurs to cease operation or pav 
fines when interference occurs conflict 
with our regulatory scheme. ‘“This is 
especially true when Amateurs, who are 
fully complying with our rules, must 
cease operation or operate at technical 
levels below those established in’ our 
rules in order to avoid state or local 
sanctions. (ARRL Letter, 04 25-86).
